WHAT IS A "RADICAL"? 


A man was arrested in Los Angeles some time ago 


for reading the American Constitution aloud on the 
street corner.

In the face of these 
an5 many other items which one might take at random 
from the news of the day, we might pause for a mo- 
ment, perhaps, and consider what is that terrible thing 
—a "radical," and what is this desirable type of Amer- 
ican citizen aboulwhich we find ourselves so enthusi- 
astic. 


A current religious magazine gives splendid ex- 


pression to the American ideal, quoting Emerson who 
said, "Of no use are the men who study to do exactly 
as was done before, who never can understand that to- 
day is a new day. There never was such a combina- 
tion as this of ours, and the rules to meet it are not set 
down in any history. We want men of original percep- 
tion and original action, men who can live in the mo- 
ment and take a step forward. Columbus was no back- 


~ ward creeping crab, nor was John Adams, nor Thomas 


Jefferson; and the genius or destiny of America is no 
Jag or sluggard, but a man incessantly advancing, as the 
shadow on the dial's face, or the heavenly body by 
'whose light it is marked." 


We are all too prone to dismiss as radical all that 


which we do not understand, and to condemn as dan- 
gerous agitators all those who, thinking differently 


from the mass of their contemporaries, criticize the 
conditions of life as they find them, and burning with a 
divine discontent, strive for their amelioration and 
change. 


It is not through the masses of the contented, and 


the satisfied, that progress comes, save as that mass is 
energized and fomented by the leaven of this same 
much despised and much feared "radical"' minority. 
Where would America be today had it not been for a 
certain "crank" named Christopher Columbus or some 
other of his kind? Where would the United States be 
had the radicals and the malcontents of the days of the 
Declaration of Independence and the Revolution been 
successfully packed back over-seas or turned out into 
the wilderness? 


We of today have no more reason than had the 


people of preceding generations to feel that perfection 
has been attained and that all change must of neces- 
sity be for the worse. Nor can we, in our hysteria, hope 
by restrictive measures and suppression, by registra- 
tion or by deportation, or by any other method adopted 
from the despotism of past ages, to permanently block 
the progress of civilization, or to prevent the progres- 
sive revelation of truth. 


It is true for men and civilizations as for individ- 


uals that "there is a destiny that shapes our ends, 
rough-hew them as we may." Man may in his folly, 
dam up temporarily advancing tide, but against the 
revolution which will ultimately sweep all his puny bar- 
riers before it, he is powerless. Civilization progresses 
in an orderly way if allowed to do so, but block that 
progress effectively enough and revolution follows as 
inexorably as effect follows cause in any of the other 
natural laws of the universe. 


Let us in America not court disaster. The radical 


of today is the reactionary of day after tomorrow, and 
the ideal of American citizenship must lead ever onward 
into the future.
